Day to day nibbling of paint 
often leads to chronic lead poi* 
oning with possible dam age to 
the brain and other bode tissues 
So don t take pica lightly. Use 
no lead paints for baby beds and 
play pens. Protect the young­ 
e r in every way possible until 
they are ok! enough to be taught 
better
